The News is in receipt of a letter for publication which 
we regret is too lengthy for publication, but its central thought 
is one that is well worthy of being emphasized. It is that we 
sometimes find children who when grown up and having 
through the grinding sacrifice of parents who had no such 
opportunities in their youth, ashamed of these very parents 
and shocked at their displays of lack of super-refinement and 
entirely forgetting the hearts of gold that beat under the 
rough exteriors which perhaps owe some of their roughness 
to the privations undergone in order to give their children 
opportunities to acquire education and refinement.

duct of the system used toy Dr. 
G. A. Waters, warden, in renabill- 
tating (boys who have been sent to 
the institution. 
The experiment station is in real­ 
ity only a part of the general vo­ 
cation training program at the re­ 
formatory, but because it deals with 
a subject in which all farmers of 
this section are interested, it has 
been enlarged until, according to Dr. 
Waters, it is serving an area in 
southwestern Oklahoma in a way 
similar 
to a 
regular agricultural 
college. Dr. Waters made plain in 
explaining the operation of the sta­ 
tion, that while its service to farm­ 
ers is being stressed, its primary 
purpose is to train boys to make 
an honest living. 
There are 2,000 acres in the farm 
at the reformatory. Several possi­ 
bilities for southwestern Oklahoma 
as an agricultural area have been 
discovered by the student-prisoners 
at the farm, Dr. Waters said. When 
the experiment station was establish­ 
ed the opinion was prevalent in this 
section that Irish potatoes could not 
be grown 
successfully here. 
Last 
year the 
farm 
produced 
3,500 
bushels. Likewise, 1,500 bushels o* 
sweet potatoes were grown on eight 
acres, and a method was perfected at 
the oxperiement farm to cure ana 
store them. The sweet potatoes were 
stored and kept over wintel as well 
as the Irish variety, a feat never 
before accomplished in this part ol 
the country, according to Wr. W at­ 
ers.

Several organizations have been 
formed by the boys among which 
are literary and debating societies;

J. F. E. Nickelsburg, business man­

letter from

Harding: 
“I suppose every American who 
is sincerely interested in a knowled­ 
ge pf his country’s history is bound 
to be pleased at having brought to 
his attention a bit of interesting in­ 
formation which he had not pre­ 
viously acquired, concerning some 
important phase of the national de­ 
velopment. Perhaps, I should hesi­ 
tate to acknowledge it, but I am 
going to be frank and say that until 
your letter came to me I do not re­ 
call ever

learned of 
the 
Luthern migration to the Mississippi 
Valley in 1838. You tell me that this 
company, inspired by the desire to 
locate in 
a country where

SEVERAL k TlLED 
IN EARTH SHOCK 
AT TORIO TODAY 


TOKIO, April 26.— A heavy earth 
shock, centering in Tokio, occurred 
at 10:15 o’clock this morning. Con­ 
siderable damage was done to build­ 
ings in this city and their contents. 
The earthquake was preceded by 
an eruption yesterday of Mt. Asama- 
Yama, 90 miles northeast of Tokio, 
which broke out with a loud report,
